Infection with the bacterial wilt of 


cucurbltn docs not otcur^ through solli 
or seed. The striped cucumber beetle 
and the 12-spotled cucumber beetle are 
both summer curriers, and probably 
the only means of summer transmis- 
sion of tho disease In Ihe localities 
that have-been studied. Inlroductlon 
of virulent bacteria Into (he Interior 
plant tissues Is necessary for Infection. 


These points ure given In a recent 


United Slates department of agricul- 
ture publication detailing tho results 
of studies on the disease, which occurs 
In 31 states, Including the territory 


• from .Vermont and Canada to Florida 


nnd west lo Minnesota, Nebraska, Col- 
orado nnd Texas. Tho disease also 
probably occurs In purls of California, 
Of the common domestic cucurbits the 
disease nfTects cucumbbrs, cantaloupes, 
summer 
ninl 
winter wiuasHes nnd 


pumpkins, hut not watermelons. 


Use Bordeaux Mixture. 


Spraying with strong bordeaux mix- 


ture uiid lead arseimte paslc. (4-5-50 
plus 2) Is recommended where the dis- 
ease Is likely to bo severe. Treatments 
should begin ns soon as the cucumber 
plants develop their Hrst true leaves 
and should continue nt intervals- of 
'ahnul n week until the cucumber bee- 
tles practically illsuppfar from 
the 


Held. 
In liiLiilltk'.s where downy mil- I 


dew Is fllso prevalent the treatments 
should bo continued later us u partial 
Insurance against "this disease. 
Tho 


beetles prefer unspray^Ml plants as 
food, and undoubtedly the efliclency of 
wilt control would be enhanced If n 
nllghlly earlier Irup crop, such as 
squash, were plnuted along the edges 
of the cucumber Held.. The beetles 
could be easily polsimcd Iherc wllh a 
strong Insecticide.

Pulling of wilted vines during the 


first part of the season, or as long as 
II can be done without mechanically 
Injurlpg the healthy plants, will great- 
ly assist In controlling Imctertal wilt 
If consistently done In all neighboring 
fields. The diseased vines should be 
burled, or otherwise removed from ac- 
cess by the beetles. 


Where a few plants" only are grown 


in garden plat^, screening the hills 
with fine mosqnlto netting will prevent 
the appearance of the disease. 


Control In Greenhouses. 


For control In greenhouses the bee- 


tles, In tho first place, should be kept 
out 
T)o not grow cucurbits nor pile 


cucurbit refuse In the Immediate vicin- 
ity of greenhouses, ns this attracts the 
beetles and many will later find their 
way Into the houses. If the beetles 
once gain entrance 'to a house filled

London.—Cupt. Otto Svcrdrup's nar- 


rative of the rescue of crow and pas- 
sengers from the Kusslan steamship 
Sotovel Houdlmtrovltcb, which drift- 
ed helplessly for months In the Kara 
sea. Is a thrilling tnle> of Arctic ad- 
venture. • Captain Svcrdrup's story, 
as printed In tho London Times, fol- 
lows : . 


It was In April last Uiat I was en- 


trusted with tho task 
of 
planning, 


equipping nnd leading a relief ex- 
pedition to tho Kara sea In order to 
srarch for and If possible to rescue 
tho crow nnd passengers on board 
the steamship Solovel Doudlmlrovllch, 
which at tho end of January had be 
come Jammed In the Ice outside the 
White sea 'and afterward wns carried 
In the ice through tho Knra strolls 
Into the Kara sea. 
There the vessel 
i 


drifted dangerously about 
She hnd 


left Archangel provisioned for only 
two months, nnd food, conl nnd fuH 
were fnlllng short 


The big, powerful Iccbrenker Svla- 


togor was placed at the disposal of 
the expedition by the British govern- 
ment nnd sent over to Bergen. Here 
she was quickly manned, equipped and 
provisioned for six months. 
Wa left 


Bergen on May J3 nnd arrived 
nt 


Tromso on tho 17th. There we !ny 
until Juno 7—a very painful period 
of waiting for us nnd doubly painful 
for the Russians hungry and cold on 
board the Solovel, who hnd been In- 
formed 
by wireless that we had 


started. 


At Vardo we shipped 50 tons of sup- 


plies more, and having left on tho 
evening of June 0 anchored on the 
morning of June 12 In Blelushya bay, 
Novava Zemlya, where we took -on 
board 500 tons of coal from the steam- 
ship Harde, which hnd been 
dis- 


patched direct from Trouiso. . 


Up Against Strong Ice Barrier. 
We passed through Kara straits 


practically untroubled by Ice until tho 
morning of the 10th, when we en- 
countered a large mass of old close- 
packed polar Ice. i l l wns clearly no 
use trying to force n pnswge through 
this; we had to try to find the newer 
and more penetrable Ice which hnd 
drifted from the west into the Kara 
sen through the strait. We steamed, 
therefore. In n northwesterly direction, 
but as there appeared no Improvement 
In the conditions we turned about and 
went in a southeasterly direction until 
the polar Ice wns passed. 


Then, fortimntely, a breeze sprang 


up from the northeast nnd mode n con 
stdernblc Improvement In the Ice con- 
ditions. Then we steered north In tho 
direction of the Solovel. and about 
8:30 In the evening, according to tho 
last position received from her by 
wireless, we reckoned that we were 
within about eight or ten minutes dis- 
tance. 


On (lie ISth the weather cleared, and 


having taken the necessary observa- 
tions In the morning and nt noon we 
continued our voyage at 1 p. m. At 
the same time we received n wireless 
giving the position of the Solovel. 
which wns considerably further north 
thnn before. 


A little Inter we suddenly caught 


sight of the Russian Icebreaker Knna/ 
da, steaming after us. 
She hnd had 


the ndvnutnge of the strong northenst 
wind, which hnd parted the Ice. nnd 
our long wait for the purpose of tak- 
ing observations had also helped her 
to overtake us. On June 17 our wire- 
less had picked up.n call from tho 
Kanadn to the- Solovel. which con- 
firmed the rumor we hnd heard at 
Vardo that the soviet! government was 
equipping a new expedition. 


Soon afterward, we received n di- 


rect Inquiry from the Knnnda ns to 
our position, which we Immediately 
telegraphed both to the Kanadn nnd 
the Solovel, nt the same time nsklng 
them to give us theirs. The Kanadn 
replied asking us to stop for a con- 
versation, nnd In the conversation 
which followed with Commissar of 
Marine Slikhnlloff "aVid Captain Moka- 
loft of the Kanada It was explained 
that the vessel hnd been dispatched 
by the soviet government In order to . 
give assistance If It shonld be neces- 
sary or In case there should be diffi- 
culties of any sort In consequence of 
the political changes which ^ad oc- 
curred since the Solovel .had 
left 


Archangel. It appeared also that they 
had orders to bring Ihe ship back to 
Archangel direct 


Exciting Race In Ice-Lad>.n Sea. 
After 
the 
conference 
was over, 


therefore, there began an exciting race 
between 
the two ships. 
The Ice 


through which we had to force a pas- 
sage wns very different from thnt wo 
had hnd to tackle before. This was 
the ordinary polar Ice of the Kara sea, 
closely packed, with only a few smnll 
paps of open water. I had very little 
hoixs of getting through, and that we 
did succeed was due only to the re- 
markable qualities of the Svlntogor 
ns an Icebreaker. ' 


With full steam np from nil of her 


ten boilers she burst her way splen- I 
d!,1ly Ihronzh the 
stronc p.vk Ice. 1 


\'iiw and then she wns heat™ and 
had M brick nnd make a fresh attack !

fallen far behind. 


At about 
the same (line we re- 


ceived the following message from the 
Solovel i "\Vo see your suioko In the 
south, 20 degrees east." We were de- 
lighted by (his message, which made 


realize that our 
hard-tried 
and 


anxious friends on board the Solovel 
were In high hoiws of relief. 


Thrilling Night on Icebreaker. 


In the SvlnlOKor nil were keenly 


olive to Ihe anxiety and seriousness 
of the situation, and followed with 
rager interest the display of prowess 
given by the Irobreuker during these 
hours of tho night. 
Of t'n.' crew all 


who were not actually keeping wnteh 
were on deck hour after hour discuss- 
ing and marvelling at the carrying fea- 
tures of 'this extraordinary drama. 
Some stood leaning over the rails so 
as better to enjoy tho sight of the 
great blocks of Ice, now crushed Into 
fragments 
before'*- our 
bows, 
now 


hurled In a whirling mass along Ihe 
chip's sides—and nil lo n wild accom- 
paniment of donfenlng crashes In the 


Ice, 
nnd of groans 
and walls and 


shrieks from the hard-pressed vessel's 
hull and rig and engines. 


Suddenly an Ice floe would rise and 


threaten to fall over the ship's rail, 
and then the sailors were not slow In 
tenting n retreat to safer quarters. 
Others, who stood In groups right for- 
ward In bows, fared no better. When, 
as 
frequently 
happened, 
the 
ship 


• crashed at full speed against a really 


high solid block of Ice. nnd nt tho 
same lime rose several feet In tho air 
n shower of spray and Ice splinters 
llew over the deck nnd forced tho im- 
prudent spectators to n headlong re- 
treat. 


In the. meantime we were approach- 


ing the Solovel, but It was n slow busi- 
ness. The Ice become worse and worJo 
In the last stage, and It was mid- 
night when we reached her. An hour 
more was required before we could 
moor the Svlntogor by her side, so big 
nnd thick were the surrounding Ice 
floes. 


Tho whole crew of the Solovel and 


all her passengers, 87 altogether, had 
gathered on deck and were greeted by 
us with n resounding hurrah,.to which 
they responded 
In the 
same 
way. 


Their Joy Is not easy to describe. To 
drift 
without aim. almost without 


hope, In the dnrkncss nnd cold of the 
Polar night, with bad and Insufficient 
food, In ' cold • nnd unclean quarters, 
and In constant dread of getting so 
far north that rescue would be Ira- 
possible—that Is an ordeal so hard 
that It Is not every one who would 
come through It entirely unscathed. 


Immediately after wo arrived 
tho 


captain of the Solovel and his wife 
and all the passengers, seven in num- 
ber, came on board. They were Invit- 
ed Into the saloon ami treated to re- 
freshments, which they evidently ap- 
preciated. 
One of them snld It was 


like coming Into paradise after their 
anxieties. The passengers asked leave 
to transfer to the Svlntogor ns they 
were greatly exhausted and needed 
medical attention and hotter diet, nnd 
T was glad to be able to grant their 
request. Then we set to work to put 
provisions anil coal on board the Solo- 


vel, 
so thnt the crew could at once 


prepare a proper meal with something 
better to eat and drink than they bad 
bad In the Inst few months. 


Second Relief Ship Arrives, 


About four o'clock In the morning 


we were nwnkencd by loud hurrahs 
from the crew of the Solovel, who 
were hailing the arrival of the Knnn- 
da, which hnd nt last also got througli. 
ITnd the Kaimdn not been so fortunate 
as to get Into the lane made In the 
Ice by the Svlntogor. It would have 
been hardly possible for her nrrlvc 
so soon. 
Next day we shipped more 


conl nnd provisions on board the Solo- 
vel. and were helped with hearty good 
will hy the crews of the two Russians. 


Tills done we started In tlie after- 


noon of June 20 on our homeward voy- 
age, the Svlntogor lending nnd the 
Solovel nnd Knnado following. 
At 


Grsl the Ice was loose anil fairly easy 
to get through, but afterwards It t>e- 
cnme closer and more difficult to force. 
There was fog, too, which made It Im- 
possible to keep proper observation of 
the Ice conditions. Consequently we 
often hnd to stop n fntrly long time, 
'especially ns the fog prevented the 
other two ships from keeping with us. 
It was evening on the 21st when we 
renched the Kara sen entrance, nnd 
there we were ngaln obliged to stop 
for thick fog. 


We resumed our voyage nt 2 o'clock 


next morning steering for the mid- 
dle of the Knrn strait, but at 2:30 
p. m. were unlucky enough to ground 
on an unknown sandbank. We at once 
began to'transhlp coal to the Solovel 
and Knnadn In order to get 
the 


Sviatogor afloat again, and after un- 
loading 050 tons of conl we nt last got 
her off. A diver from the Knnitda ex- 
amined the ship's bottom and prcc 
nonnccd the damage not serious. So 
we continued our voyage to TMelushyn 
bay, where we handed over more pro- 
visions and supplies to the Russians 
and took on coal fron the Horde for 
our voyage back to England. 


After a cordial leave-taking from 


our friends on the Solovel and Kana- 
da these vessels left ns on June 2fl, 
shaping their course for Archangel. 
On July 1 we had completed our coal-

Garden seeds for Polish orphans, 


milk for anaemic Greek babies, car- 
penters' tools for Czecho-SIovaklan 
cripples—these are only a few of the 
gifts thai young Americans are send- • 
Ing to the war-crushed children of the 
Old World. 


Through the Junior Ked Cross tho 


boys and girls of the United States 
are giving a fresh start In life to little 
war orphans scattered all over Europe, 
They have' set up orphans' homes In 
France, school colonies In Belgium and 
Montenegro, and day schools In Al- r 
banla. 


They are sending dozens of young 


Syrians, Montenegrins, and Albanians 
to American colleges. In Constantinople 
and Beirut, and maintaining more than 
a hundred orphans of French soldlera 
at colleges and trade schools. In or- 
phanages and farm schools up and 
down the peninsula of Italy there are 
nearly 500 wards of American Juniors. 


Last winter a thousand French chil- 


dren from the Inadequate shelters of 
the devosted regions were sent by the 
Junior' Red Crosa to spend the cold 
months In warmer parts of France. 
At the same time five thousand little 
Belgians were having a hot lunch every 
day at Junior Red'Cross school can- 
teens.

But for timely assistance of the 


American Red Cross during the last 
year, a large proportion of the 20,000,- 
000 population ol the Balkan States 
might have starved or perished from 
disease or exposnre. SIi million dol- 
lars worth of food, clothing and medi- 
cal supplies have been sent to the Bal- 
kans— Roumanl a, Bnlgnrls, Albania, 
Montenegro, Serbia, Bosnia and Greece 
—since the beginning of Hed Cross re- 
lief operations In Central Europe, 
while millions of dollars worth of food 
alone has been sent to the needy In 
these states. 


The money expended by the Red 


Cross in this stricken portion of Eu- 
rope has been used to set up hospitals, 
orphanages, dispensaries, mobile medi- 
cal nnlts and to help In the general re- 
construction of devastated areas, Amer- j 
Itcari tractors and other farming Imple- 
ments have been sent to the agricul- 
tural regions wtwro aid hai been giv- 
en In plowing the land.

With Indirect lighting the 
source of illumination cannot be seen 
hut the light Is reflected from the 
walls and celling, but when direct 
lighting is used the source may be 
seen. The latter Is the more common, 
x If our eyes hurt we get a larger 
globe and move It closer to our work. 
Theoretically Ibis should be. done. But 
how about experience? 


It has been proved'that after three 


hours' work the efficiency of• the eye 
Is but little less when, Indirect,light- 
Ing Is used. The ?fflclency of the eji 
after three hours' work In daylight !• 
about OS per cenL When an Indirect 
light Is used the efficiency is about 
07 p«r cent . Not much difference. 
But when direct lighting Is used thin 
efficiency drops to about 15 per cent 


The Intensity of Illumination hu 


little effect when Indirect lighting Is 
used, but a very great effect when 
the source of llyht Is In the field of 
vision. The number of Indirect lights 
does not decrease the efllclency to 
any noticeable degree but when direct 
lighting is used the efficiency drops 
rapidly wlth^an Increase In the- num- 
ber of lighting units.
